Many children, mostlyBlack^whoare 
forced to Jive in wretched sium areas, 
suffer from lead poisoning becauserhey 
like die taste of the pa int thatisusuai- 
ly peellng off the walls of their living 
quarters, Littledothey realteethaithis 
sweet-casting stuff cüukl harm them, 
make chem suffer, for ks pro ba hl e 
lead base is poiaonmis* Tests show that 
hundreds of St. Louis, Missouri 
ehitdren suffer from lead poisoning* 
Lead poisoning usuaily occurs inchlld- 
ren from ages I to 6 years. lis most 
seifous effect is mental-retardation* 
The Metropol kan Tetiams Grganiza- 
tion fsconcemed, however* Thïs group, 
through the efforts of Ivory Ferry, 
Housing Coördinator ai Union - Sar ah 
District Community Corporation, bas 
challenged heakh and politica] leaders 
in St, Louis to wage alI - out war on 
lead poisoning* They want building 
codes enforced* They want children 
taught nol to ent the palot. They want 
al) children cested for lead poisoning* 
So t each Saturday, lead poisoning 
tests are glven freetochildren brought 
by their parents. The upstairs quarters 
of the Unlon-Sarah District Copmunicy 
Corporation office on Delmar Street 
are used as the test center.

Charles Bursey is a niember of the 
Black Painther Party, a politica! 
prlsoner within the California penal 
syscem, He was convlcted in one of the 
series of trials stemming from the 
April 6th, 1968 assassinatïon of LH 
Bobby Hutton by the Oakland Pig De¬ 
partment, and genteneed 10 a term of 
two to fifteen years, 

He was sent to San Quentin P rison 
where he began serving his term, In 
an effort to isolace him from the Party 
and the large prison popuiation at 
Quentin, he was transferred to a prison 
camp in Susanvüle, California in May 
of 1970, Susanvüle is a Conservation 
Camp, whïch supposedly houses 
prisoners for the purpose of dotng 
forestry Work, The "camp" is located 
in a remote section of Northern Cali- 
fornia, accessible only through narrow 
mountain roads, 

RecentiyCharles was asked to speak 
to Da Raza Ufllda, a Chlcano organt- 
zation at the camp. Charles is o 
member of the Afro-American Cuhural 
Group there and was asked to speak 
to La Raza Unlda as the Afro-Ameri¬ 
can Culturaï Group's representarlve. 
He did speak there on April -Ith, 1971; 
and four days later, he was drugged 
(when he went to the c linie for hls 
regular prescription for his sinuses, 
another medication was substituted)* 
He was then told to go to "classi- 
iicatkm", a routine evaluaiionof work. 
When he arrived at the designared area 
for classificadon, hc discovered that 
he was at a dïsciplinary board hearing, 
charged wlth "racial agitatkm'L 3!e 
was then put an a bus (prisoners' bus) 
to San Quentin that same afiemoon 
(Thursday, April Kth, On thar same 

nigliL, the prison pigs ai Susanvüle in- 
atïgeted a terribledlsturbance») Hebe* 
came Ü1 on the bus (from the medi- 
carion he was given), and began ro 
vomiï. When he arrived at San Quentin, 
he was immedimely thrown in the h de, 
into a strip cell, with no bedding, toilet, 
etc. He became dizzy and passed out, 
He was then taken to the hospital, after 
the pigs had let him He there (In 
his cell), unconscious for over a half 
an houn (Noone, tncludlnghis w-ife, had 
even heen informed of this sec rei 
transfer,) 

The followLng is the report flled hy 
racist pig Vemon Smith, of Susanvüle 
Concentraüon Camp, which sparfced the

We have ali aeen ivhai huppens when 
a member of the staff here m CCC 
(California Conservatlon Cunter, Su- 
sanvlIJe) fails to understand uur idiom 
and cuIiuraJ tendencies. 

Charles Bursey, a Black B rottier, 
was f ransferred m San {juentln after 
u speech he gave ai a "LaKazaUnldn'* 
meeting last Sundoy nlght, (Aprü 4th, 


In his speech, Brother Bursey, made 
it clear to aü of usthac Mr.Frickey, 
Mattocks, Reagan, etc,, had to bedealt 
with, CFS 111 V. Smith, beingincapable 
of comprehending wbatBrotherBursey 
was talking about, assurned that 
Brciüïer Bursey was taiking of küling 
rhese people. 

Stil! not satisfied with kidnapping and 
mending Bursey to San Quenrin, the 
staff reverted, on the nïght of April 
8th, co tactics known fo all of us. 
Staff personnel instigaced adisturbance 
on the Cascade secöon. After a few 
Windows were broken, staff started 
picking inmates at random and tewk 
them to the hole. Most were released 
hut I Chicano and 2 Black Brothers 
face dioOipUnary actïon. We are ex* 
peciing furcher repercussicms from the 
staff. The etaff was, and is, obvlously 
trying to instigate raciai tension 
herween the inmates. 

The rooi of the problem lies with 
the Administratio». They have tried io 
force people Hke CPS Hl V, Smith 
upon uur Groups, Hie Administra:ton 
failed ro consult with the different 
G roups abtiut actions they had taken 
behlnd our backs, 

ïf the Acimlniatration had consuiied 
us before they made iheir unwise dé- 
cision, we woulJ have COld them that 
rhese pers ons are not qualified co ad- 
rninLster any kind of asslstance to us. 
They cannut aas is t us Individualiy, and 
this has been proven, much less col- 
lectively as a Group, 'lliese people 
dofi’t umierstand our background, mis- 
construe our way of taiking and ridicule 
our cultures.

The Black Panthev Party bases its 
ideotogy and phitosophy on a evncret- 
analysis of concrete condiUons, iismg 
dialectica! matmialism as our 
analytical methode As dialecUcal ma¬ 
te rialists we recognize that contra- 
dictions can lead to demtopment * The 
internat struggle of opposities based 
upon their unity causes matter to have 
mot ion as a part of the process of de- 
vetopment. We recogmze that nothing 
in nature stands outside of dialect ics t 
euÉïfi the Black Panther Party, But we 
welcome these cmtradictions, because 
they clarify and advance our struggle. 
We had a cmtradictim with aur farmer 
Minister of Information, Eldridge 
Oleaver. Bul we under stand this as 
necessary to our growth. Out of this 
contradiction has co me itew growth 
and (7 neui return io the original vision 
of the Party, 

Earty in thedeuelopmentofthe Black 
Panlher Party t wrole an essay titted 
4 4 The Correct Itandt mg of a Bcvolu- 
tïon**. This was m response toanoth&r 
cantradiction - the critUisnis raised 
against the Party by tin HeüoluUomry 
Act ion jW ave ment (RAM). At that time 
HAM crüicized us for our ahovp- 
groimd act ion — openly display mg 
weapons and iülking aboul the 
necessity for the community io arm 
ilsetf for its o «ff» self-defi nse, RAM 
said that they ü ere underground, and 
saw this as the correct way to hmdt- 
a re volui ion. I rcspomled to them hy 
pointing out that you must eslablish 
your organization above groimd solhat 
the people wilt re late to it in a M ay 
that wilt be positim and progmssiw 
to them * yougü underground With¬ 

out do mg this , yon hury vourself so 
deeply that the people can neititer re- 
late to nor contact you, Theo the 
terra nsm oj the i mdi rground argani- 
zat ion wilt be just that--strtking fetn 
in to the hearts Qj the very peopte 
whose interest the orgmisation claims 
to be defending —because the people 
cannat re late to them and the re is no- 
bodv the re to interpret their actions, 
You have to set up ff program of 
practical act ion and be a model for 
tin comm i mity tofoUow and appreciatie 


The original ui sim of the Party icas 
to develop a lifeline to the people, hy 
serving th, ir needs anddefendingthem 
against their oppressors t cho come to 
the community in ntuny farms—from 
arm al potice to capitalist exploiters. 
Wi' kneu 1 that this strategy wou ld ratse 
the consciousness of Uw pcople and 
alzo giue us their support, Then, tf 
tv * we re dn ven underground by the 
oppressors, the peoplc wou ld support 
us and delend lts, They wou ld know 
that, in spitp of the 0ppy*s$or*s mte r- 
prelattons, that our onty desire was to 
Serre their truc inU“* estS; and they 
wotdd defend us. In this marmer we 
m igh / Ih to f eed unde rg rou nd, bid t here 
would bc a lifelirw to the community 
which woidd ahmys sustam us, beeause 
the people woutd identify with us and 
nat with ou r common 

For u ti oh th- Black Pantin r Party 
lost tfs vision and defected from th*■ 
community. With the defect ion of El- 
dndge Cteaver, however, mms can move 
agam to a juli suite devetüpment of 
our ortgtnal oision and cotn- out of 
the twiUght zone which the Party has 
heen in du ring the recent past , 

The only reasort that the Party is 
stilt ex i sic nee at this time, and 

the oHty vmson that we have been ah te 
to survive the repros sim of tha Party 


ü nd mu rde rs of som e of o u j m os t ad- 
vaneed comradcs is becüuse of the Tan- 
Patnt I'rogram -- our survival pro¬ 
gram. Our programs woutd be meun- 
ingless and m significant if they wc re 
mt community programs . This is why 
it is my opinion that as long as the 
Black community and oppressed peopl* 
are found in S'orth Am- nca the Black 
Panlher Party wilt lust. The Party 
wilt survivii as a stmetured vchicte, 
becüuse it serves the tme interests 
of oppressed peoplc and ad mi nis ters to 
their needs -- this was the origine l 
vision of the Party * Theoriginat vision 
was nol shuctured by rhetoric nor by 
ideology . tt was structured by the 
practical needs of the people, and its 
dream-rs we re ar nu tl with an ideology 
which provided a systematic melhodof 
analysis of how best to meet Ihése 
needs. 

When Bobby Seale and t ca me ta- 
g ether to taunch the Black Panlher 
Party, we had been through many 
groups. Most of them wcre sodedicatad 
la rhetoric mdartistic rituals thal Ihey 
had withdrawn from living in the 

Fwenticth Century* Sometimes their 
analyses w&re heaidifut, bui they had 
no practical programs which wou ld 
de ti ver their undcr standing $ to the 
people. When they did h y tv d&m-top 
practical programs, they aften failed, 
becüuse they lacked a systematic 
ideology whtch would help them lo 
concrete analyses of concrete con- 
diiéons to gain a fwll understanding of 
the community and Us needs. When l 
was in Donatd Warden*s Afro*Ameri¬ 
can Association t / watchèd him try- to 
mahe u realtty of cornmunity control 
through Black CafiitaUsm, But Warden 
did not have a systematic ideology, and 
hts at tempt s to mi tutte hts program 
cantinuatty frvstraied him mui the com- 
mwiity too. They did nol know why 
Capitalism tandd not worl for them t 
even though it hyid worked for ether 
ethnic groups, 

When it' formed the Party, we did 
so tu causi we nted (u pui theory 
and pracht togi- ‘ r . i t ;n O SjE natn

marnier, We did this through our baste 
Ten Paint Program. In actmlity it ït*as 
a 20-Poml Program t mth the pracUcè 
expressed in “What We Wanr and the 
theory expressed in ** What We 

Betieve". Tïtis program was desigrmd 
lo serve as a basis for a structured 
poliiical vehicle. 

The actions we engaged in at that 
time we re strictty strategie actions ( 
for politica! purposes, They we re de¬ 
signed to mobilize the commimity. Any 
action which does nat mobilize the 
commimity toward the goa! is not a 
ravolutionary action, The action might 
bc ti mdrvelQus statement of courage , 
bul ff it does not mohitize the peoplc 
toward the goal of a higker mani- 
fe station of freedom, ü ts not making 
a pohticai statement and could evm 
be countcr*revohdionary, 

We reaiized at a veiy early point 
in om- devetopmeni, that revokdion is 
ü process. lt is not a particular act ion, 
nor is ii a concluston, It is a process* 
Th is is uhy when feudatism wtped out 
slavery t feuda i 1 $ m was revot 1 tttotmry . 
This is why when Capitalism wiped 
out feudaUsm, capiUilism was revoiu- 
1 10 na ry. F h e c on c ret e analys ts of cm - 
ere te condthans wilt reveal the true 
nature of the ss (valton and increase 
our 1 mde rsUitiding. This process mores 
in a dialectica l menner and we under- 
sland the stmggte of the opposites 
hased itpon their unity. 

Many tunes peopte say that our 
Ten-Point Program is reformist; bui 
they ignore the Jact that rcvoltdion is 
a process, We li ft the program open - 
ended, $0 that it could devatop and 
peopte could identify with it. We did 
not offer it to (hem as ü conctusion; 
we offer cd tt as a veine te to v\oue 
them to a high er teveL In their quést 
for freedom, and tn their altt mpts to 
prevent the uppres&or from strïppmg 
ihem of alt the things they need to extsf, 
the propte see things os moving from 
A to B to C; they do not see things 
as moüing from A to Z. tn other 
words they have to see firsl somr basic 
accotnpltshirtcnts, in order to realuc 
that major succcsses are possi bic. 
AInch of the time the reuolutionary wilt 


have to guide them tnto this WW ter- 
standing , Hut hc can never tube them 
from A to Z irt om? jump, hecause 
it is too far ahead. The refore. when 
the revotutionary begins to indulge in 
Z t or flnal conclusiom , the people 
do not relale to turn, Thereforc he 
is no langer a r e volui ianary t if re- 
uolutim is a process. This makes 
any action or function which does nut 
promo te the process - non-revotu- 
tianary * 

When tfh Party went to Sacramento, 
when the Party faccd down the police- 
men in front of the office of Kamparts 
magazine t and wiien the Party pat > olied 
the police rith arms t ot ware act mg 
(in t9h6f at a tune u*hen the peuple had 
gtven ttp the phitosophy of non-violent 
d i reet act 1 on cm d we re h* >g in n 1 ng t o dt>a t 
wfth stern er stuff. We want cd them to 
s ee th e vi rt ues of dt $ cip 1 1 n ed and o r - 
ganized armed sttf-dvfense, rather 
thüfi spimtancous and disorganizedoui- 
breaks and riots, Thcre wc re Policc 
Alert Patrols alt over the country, 
hut wc we re the pest armed poli cc 
patrol. Wk called oursetecs tin Black 
Panlher Party tor Sclf Dvfensc, In all 
Of this toe had politica! and rcvolutton 
ary objective s in mind , hut wu knew 
that we cotttd not suaeed without the 


Support of the people. 

Our strategy uxis based on a con¬ 
sistent ideology, which hetped us to 
understand the conditions around ws, 
We knaw ihat the law not pre - 
pared for what were domg and 
policemen were so shocked that they 
didn f t knaw what to do. We $aw that 
the people feit a newprideand strength 
hecause af the example we set far them; 
and they begon to look toward the 
veine ie we were building for ansm-rs. 

Later w< dropped the term 4r Self- 
Oefense tr from our name and just be- 
came the Black Pan they Party, We 
iliscou raged actions hke Sacrament o 
and pot icc observations because ü'c 
recogntzed that these were not the 
things to do in every si fluitton or on 
every occasion . We never cal led these 
revohitionary actions. The only time 
an action ts rêvohUiormry is when the 
peopte re tak to tt in a revohéiamry 
way. lf they witl not use the example 
you set # then no matter how many 
gufts you har* , yom action is not Ye- 
vohdnmary, 

The gun üself is nat necessarity 
revohdianary , hecause the fascist $ 
cany guns--in /act tlwy have more 
g ons, 1 lot < >t sa- cati ed re voluiiona vies 
simply do not understand the statement 
by Chainmm Mao that "Politica!power 
grows out of the barrel of a gmS* 
They thought Chairman Mao said pok* 
ti cal power is the gun, hul the empHasis 
js on raus. 'The culmmatton of 
poliltcal power ts the otmersfdp and 
contrei of Oh* tand and the institutions 
therean, so that you can then get rid 
of the gun, That is why Chairman Mao 
mok es the statement that t "We are 
advocates of the ahotiiion of war r liM? 
do not taant war; bid tmr can only be 
abotished Ihrougfi u,»or, and m order 
to gat nd of the gun, r t ts necassary 
to take up the girn m ** Bc is ütwyS 
speaking of gi tftng nd of it. if he did 
not look at it in thoso terms, then he 
surcly would not öv rcvolutionary. In 
other wtvrds, the gwï by alt re- 
volutionary prihciplcs ts a tooi to bc 
used in mtr sirategy; tt rs nvt an end

This was a part of the 
artginal ijjsicrn oj the Black Panther 
Party, 


l had cisfeed hldridge Cteaver fo 
joïn the Party a number of times. ïhd 
he did not join until aftey * the con- 
frontatim with the police in front of 
the office of Rempart s Magazine, uitere 
the police wc re afraid to go for their 
gitns. Without niy knowledge, he took 
this as the_ Revolution and the Party, 
Bid in cu r hasic program tt 7^5 md 
until Point 7 that we mentioned the 
gun, and this iüös intentionaL We utere 
trying t.o huild a politica! vehiclt 
through vjhich the people couté ex¬ 
press their revolutiomry demres, We 
recognized that no party or orgamza- 
tion can mafte the revolution, only the 
people can, AU wc could do was act 
as o gmdt to the peopl e Because 
revolution 1 $ a process, and because 
the process moves m a dialectica! 
marmer, At one point one thim j might 
bc proper , hut the same act ion could 
hc nnproper at another point. We al- 
uxiys emphasized a concrete amlysis 
of concrete comlitions, and then an 
appropriaie response ta these con- 
dihwis as a utay oj inohiiizing the 
people and leading them tohigherlevets 
oj * : tmsctouSnesS. 

People ainstantly thought that w 
ware sccu rity guards and community 
police or something lihe Uns, This ts 
why we dropped the term "Set/ De- 
fense rt front our name and directed 
the attention oj the propte ta thefact 
that the only itav they woulrf get sat- 
vation IS through their cmirol of the 
instituthms which serve the ctim- 
munity. This nmtld requtre that they 


güTitzi apolitical vehicle which wotdd 
cp their support and endorsement 
rough its survival programs of 
rvice, They tvould look to tt fot 
suiers and gutdancc. U wotdd nol he 
organization which ixtns candidates 
r palUiceA o ffice, but it WQUÏd serve 
ü uxitchman over the administrators 
nmi the people have phtced in of fit e, 
Becausc Uil Black Panther Party 
mos out of the conditions and needs 
oppressed people, we are mierest cd 
rul cylhiru: the propte are mtOf stvd 


tn, even though we may not see these 
particular concerns as the finai 
answers to our problcms. We wilt 
netter run for political office, but we 
wilt endorse and Support those 
CQndidutcs who are acting in the 
true interest.s of the people. We may 
even pro vide campaign workers for 
them and do 1 tater r&gistration and 
basu pree met 1 vork. This utould not 
ba out of a commitmenl to electorai 
politics, haueutr. It would hc out utay 
of bringing the wilt oj the people to 
bear on situahms in which they are 
intensled, W ' wilt atso hold such 
candidates responsible to the com- 
munity t no matter hoto far removed 
their offices may he from the com¬ 
mmity. Sa we te ad the people hy 
fotlowing their interests t with 0 vieto 
toward raising their consciousness to 
see beyond particular goals. 

Whcn /: tdridge jpined the Party it nns 
üfier the police confrontaüon t which 
lefl tam fixated with the ''either-or 41 
attitude, This was that either theeom- 
m emty ptvked iip the gun with the Party 
or el sc thi y we re cowatds and the re 
was m place for them. He did not 
reahze that ij the people did not re- 
late to the Party, then the re was no 
jcjo v that the Black Panther Pa rty coutd 
mafu any revolution t becaiise the 
record shows that tht people are the 

makers of the reuöhdian and of world 
ht story. 

Sometunes *herz are tl}ose whn < k 
pv ss persitna! pruhtems in poliUcül 
ferms, end ïf Ihey are eloquent, then 
these persaml probhms can sound 
very poWicaL We chargé thlridge 
Clöaver with this. Moeit of tt is pro- 
hablx bevond hm controt, because it ts 
$v pi rsorio/. But we did nut kntnr that 
when h' join al the Party f h‘ was doing 
sa only because of that act in pont 
of Kamparts* Wc weren*t trying to 
prove anythim; to our$etvi*s r ail we 
ware trying to do, al that particular 
pQtnt, was defi.ntl tictty Shabü2z. But 
te* 1 vere praisad hy the people. 

t itder the mfhumce of Eldridgc 
Cteaver the Party gaw the commimity 
no dltanwliv»? for dealtng with t ts, ex- 
cept by piching up the gun, This move 


was reactionary simply because the 
communtty was not at that point, ln~ 
stond of bêtng a cultural cult group, 
we hecame, by that act, u revolution- 
ary cult group. Bid this is a basic 
contradietion, because revolution is a 
process t and if the acts you commüdo 
not fall within the scope of the process 
then they are non-retroltfifoitoO 1 . 

Wfiat the r&votulionary movemènt 
and the Black commimity needs is a 
very strong stnwture * This slructure 
can only exisi with the support of the 
people and it can only get its support 
through serving them. This ts wïiy we 
have the service to the people 
program * the most important thing 
m the Party, IV* wilt m rve their 
needs, $0 that they cansurvim through 
this oppression m Then when they are 
ready to piek up the gun, sertous 
busin *tss u fi11 hoppen . Etdruige Clmver 
m ritteneed us to isolale ourseluesfrom 
the Black commimity, so that it xoas 
war hetu-een th‘ oppressie and the 
Black Panther Party t not war bet uwe n 
the op pres sar find the oppressed com - 
munily, 

The Black Panther Party dcfected 
from the cüinmmity long bef ore El- 
drtdge defected from the Party. Our 
hóok-itp with white rad 1 ca Is did nol 
give us access io the white com- 
munity, because they do nol guide 
the white commimity. The Black com- 
mwuty does not rel&tc to them , sp 
tee ttrerc te ft m o twilight zone, where 
we could not enter the communtty with 
any real polttical cducation programs; 
yet we were raoJ doing any thing to 
mobdue whÜas. We had no mfluence 
in raising the con$ciou$ne$$ oj the 
Black community and that js the point 
where tue defected. 

We went th rough a tree speech 
move ment m the Party, which uxis not 
necessary, and only further isolated 
us from the Black community, 11 V had 
all sorts of projamty m our paper 
and i.'L’erv oth* > word uduch dropped 
from our tips vaas profane* This did 
not happen hrfoiv 1 u^isjailed, hcemisc 
/ would not stond for it. Bb f Eldeidge’S 

continutvl on noxi pwyy 
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influence brought this abouL t do nol 
btame him altognther; l blame the 
Party bectmse the Party accepted it. 

Etdridge was rttfuer firfly in the 
leadership o/ the Party . £ji n aft er 
Bobby uxis snatchcd away from us t I 
did not place Eldridge in a posBion 
of leadership, because he ims n ot in- 
terested m tlmt, t made Davui Hïllmrd 
administrator of programs, Iknewlfmt 
Eidndrc wou Ui nol do anything to lift 
the consciousness of the ccmredes in 
the Party. Bid i knew that hc could 
make a contribution; and i pressed him 
to do so. I pressed him la write and 
edit the paper, hut he tooiddnU do iL 
The pa pi. r did noi trinïfi cotne outevery 
weck mtil afler Eidrtdge went to jaiL 
But Eidrtdge Clean t did mak* t; re at 
Contri hulton s to the Black Panther 
Party witti hts writing and sprak mg, 
We wanl to keep Uns in mi tuf hecause 
(hart ts tx positim and negatim std* to 
**\ lerything. 

The correct handting of a re volui ion 
is rwt tri offer the peopU an "eitlwr- 
or 1 * ultimatum, We must instead gain 


the support of the peopte through 
senang their nceds. Thert when the 
police or any other agency of 
repre&sion (nes to destroy the pro¬ 
gram, the people wilt move ia ahigher 
level of emsciommss and action. Then 
the organized structure canguida the 
people to the potui whore theyarcpre- 

pared to deal in marcy uuys. This was 
the straiegy we itsed in 19He tt éen we 
werc related to m a post live wjv, 
Sa the Black Pont her Party has 
rea ch ed a con t va dt c1 1 o n u u tfi i td ruige 
Ctaaoer and hc has defect ed from the 
Party f becausc wc would nat order 

e v ervan- into the StreetS lomorvow to 
tnake ü rtfUofutarfL iB r> 'cognir. 1 . Unit 
this is tmpossshU becau&t oh? 
dialect ics or tdeohgy, our röfiovfr 
amilysts of concrete cmdi ii ons say that 
ii is a fanta&y, becausc the people are 
not at that point nou\ This contradiction 
and conflict may seem unfortunah to 

somt-, but tt is a part of the dialecticat 
proccsSm The resalutnm vj this contra- 
dictton has fr*ed us from incorrect 


analyses and emphases. 

We are «om Jree to move toward 
the building of a commitmty structure 
whtch wilt becotne a truc voice of the 
peapfi , promoting then mie rests in 
mtmy i ttay$ t We ean continue to push 
otn baste survival program^, We t an 
continue to serve the people as ad¬ 
vocates of their true interests. We can 
trui ty becott te a pohtical rcvohUiotuirv 
vehicte whtch wilt tead the people to 
a higher Ie vel oj consciousness , so 
that they unit know whal they must 
really do m their quest for freedom 
anti they unit have tin rourag. to adept 
any means net es sary to seiee Ün timt 
and obiatn that freedom ,

/ƒ we f the Black artists, are truaty 
to calt ourselvcs artists that art ser- 
ving the Black commmity Ihrough our 


art, we must begin to project those 
conditions that Black people are uf- 
fected by evcryday, transforming them 
inlo images of awareness . These 
images of awareness mus* stimutate 
Black people to move progressivéty 
for word as one people for freedom. 

Black people are fa eed with the crisis 
of how best to survive the oppressive 
conditions that u>e are subjected to, 
day in, and day out w We are forced to 
live without adequate ctothing, food, 
medical care t shelter etc. AU these 
inconveniences being the product of the 
American Empire, Baby ton. 

We must begin as artists to project t 
in our art of survival t that survival 
innolves more titan just the gun atone, 
Üppression comes in many forms, all 
of which Black people are so fatniHar 
with m 

In the past urn have spoken for the 
Black community through our art, 
without listenmg to thêir grievances 
or their expresswns of pleasure 
{whatever mak es them sad or whatever 
makes them happy). By so doing, Mie 
have become artists with anabundonce 
of artistic works hoving little or m? 


real meaning to the immediatenecdsof 
the Black community as a whole. 
Therefore, some forms of art of sur¬ 
vival which may have been Pro¬ 
gressive y es ter day, may be re- 
actionary today, in a given set of con- 
dittons. Everylhing is m a constant 
state of transformation, the new into 
the old t the old into the new. 

At this time it is my belief that 
Black people demand gas and 
etectricity on cold and da rk days / 
doctors and medicine m times of stek-* 
ness; breakfast t lunch and t/fttiter in 
thnes of hwiger , lt is our duty as 
servants of the people to advocate the 
needs and destres of the oppressed 
community through our images of 
awareness with much enthusiasm. 
Putting life on a much purer plano 
than everyday life, bui nearer to what 
we be heve life should be, free of ex- 
ploitation of man by man - based on 
cooperation t transforming the lühote 
uwrtd society into a state of Hevolu- 
tionary Intercomm ujuj lism.
